And whereas it is expedient and just to establish both in the 
city of Dublin and in all other Irish municipalities the municipal 5 
franchise as same as is now established in England under the said 
fourth-recited Act of the thirty-third year of Her Majesty’s reign, 
so as to establish in respect of the municipal franchise equality of 
law between England and Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 10 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

Interprets 4 qpg word “ borough” in this Act shall mean any city, town, 

or borough, including the city of Dublin, in which a municipal 15 
corporation now exists, or shall hereafter exist, pursuant to the 
provisions of the said first-recited Act; and “mayor” as to the 
city of Dublin shall mean “lord mayor.”
